A Life for a Patent.

Abot a year ago last June, Judge Blatchford,
of New York, virtually sentenced William Miller
to imprisonment for life for a violation of the
law in relation to patents. The prisoner, who is
advanced in life, was charged with making india
rubber combs, and thereby ionfringing on the
rights of the patentees, Messrs, Poppenhauser &
Konig, of Clfl strect. Mr, Biatchford was the
sole arbiter of his fute, for he did not have a
jury trial.

The Judge declded against him, and sen-
tenced him to pay o fine of #2500, and to remain
in prison till paid. But Miller ir poor, aud
hence he 1s doomed to inbabit n cell for life.
An application for his release has been made to

Not long ago, ex-Deputy Marshal MeCoy, who
nrrested Miller, appealed to the lawyer of the
patentees to ask his release of Judge Blatehford,
hut he replied’curtly that “‘neither the President
of the United Swates, nor Judge Blatehiord, nor
the Governor of the State can relgise him with-
out wy econsent, and I'm going to keep him in
pricon,”

The Govern-
ment elaims to hold the line, but of what avail
is it while an enemy, numbering over 7000 men,
remaing in the rear, and while the enemy, in
front, erosses with impunity, to effect some sud-
den coup de main, and retires again 1o thelr
mountain fstnesses ?

NEW FLAN OF CAMPAIGN,

whether it will be effective. The idea of Gene-
ral Rodns 15 to comstrnet a road through the
centre of the laland, so as to be enabled to trans-
port troops and provisions with despatch, aud to
construet telegraphic towers every few miles
with which to sigual the nearest detachmuont, so
that snccor may be had and combinations be
made in the shortest possible time; said towers
to be constructed in such & manner as (o answor
the purposes of u fort, and to be occupled by
about thirty men and a piece of artillery. If the
idea of building the road had been taken hold
of and had it been atlempted to carry It out
months ago, the SBpauniards wonld now be in
poegession of the isiand, and the revolution

wrobably squeleched. Whether at this late day
t will prove practicable remaiog to be seen.
THE CROP.

The wholesale destruction of plantations In
the Cinco Villas appears to have been stopped,
and we hear but little of the burniog of cane-
fields and sugar houses, This is probably due te
the continuous marches of the numerons detach-
ments of treops In every direction, and the
vigilance exercised by the statlonary guards on
every plantation.

immedintely, will not efface the causes which
produced it, or the idess nnder which it was
organized, the spark prodociog the flame
alwaye remalning.  Also, that the enjoyment of
these libertics and free speech will lessen the
vigor and prestige of the pore 8panish element
and debilitate the power of the authorities.
Nothing ought to he done untll Cuba is repre-
sented, and Porte Rico ought to be consldered a
province of Cnba. The Intention of the Cortes
to grant liberties and reforms to Porto Rico, it
addes, has painfully astonished the petitioners.
It is w question of decorum, of interest and ele-
vated patriotism, to await the Cuban represen-
tatives In the Cortes.

OBITUARY,
— ————
Bishep Chane, of New Hampshire.

The Right Rev. Carlten Chase, D. K., Bishop
of the Diocese of New Hampshire, died at Clare-
mont, In that State, on Tuesduy aflternoon,
Bishop Chase was born in Hopkinton, N. IL,
February 20, 1794, He was gradusted at Dart-
mouth College in 1817, avd Immedlately com-
menced the study of lﬁeology, being ordained
n deacon in the following year, and a priest in
1820, by Bishop Griswold. Soon aftor his
ordination he became rector of Immanuel
Churelh at Bellows Falls, Vermont, where
he continued his ministry until 1844, Durlog
his copnection with the Bellows Falls Societ
the important questlon regarding lands
granted i colonial times by Government to the
Fplseopal Church came up for settlement in the
Supreme Court of that State, and during the
litigation Mr. Chase performed very lmportant
service for the dewomination. From Bellows
Falls he removed to Claremont, New Ham
shire, accepting the rectorship of Trinity Church.
He was consecrated Bishop of the Diocese of
New Hnmgauira during the same year, 1544,
The Biate bad been included iun the Eastern Dio-
cese before his consecration.  Until 1868 he per-
formed all the parochial duties of his rectorship
in Claremont as well a8 those of a bishop, but
was then relleved on account of feeble health.
Bishop Chase had many difficulties to meet
during the more than quarter of a century in
which he was the head of the Episcopal Chuarch
in New Hampshire. The prosperity which has
attended the denomination in that Btate is evi-
dence of his untiring labor and ene Every
minister In the diogese, whatever his onrage-
mente, found In bim a hearty colaborer and a
firm friend. He was always on terms of friend-
liness and, Indeed, afiection with all other cler-
gymen within his jurisdiction. He was uni-
versally beloved as a citizen, combinlng a most
amiable disposition with the grace of a refined
und cultivated gentleman. After the deposition
of Bishop Onderdonk in New York, Bishop
Chase was called to this State, and filled the
vacancy for a short time. In 1852 he preached
the sermon at the consecration of Bishop Wain-
wright of New York. He was a member of the
Muasonic fraternity,being a Royal Arch Mason
at the time of his death. In 1839 he received
the degree of Doctor of Divinlty from the Uni-
yersity of Vermont,
